DISASTER DRILL 


On August 21, a Disaster Drill was 
conducted at Special Surgery. 
These periodic procedures prepare 
hospital personnel for emergency 
Situations. 


Members of the Medical Staff, 
Nursing, Building Services, OPD 
and Pharmacy Departments, who have 
pre-assigned duties, immediately 
reported to their stations upon 
hearing the "D" signal over the 
loud-speaker. Employees who were 
not given assigned duties, re- 
ported to the Personnel Pool, 
located at the Information Desk, 
to assist as they were needed. 


Nursing Students, posing as injured 
victims, were taken to Triage (the 
Clinic Desk) where they were pro- 
cessed and sent to either X-Ray, 
Minor Surgery or the Pre-OQperative 
Holding Area, whichever was aeemea 
appropriate. 


Disaster Drills are held twice 
each year, in accordance with The 
Joint Commission of Hospital 
Accreditation. 


At the critique, held after the 
Drill, Dr. John Lyden, Chairman of 
the Mass Casualty Committee compli- 
mented the HSS Staff on it's 
efficiency and cooperation.
